Mr. Bell, of Shasta county, Califor- 


nia, is visiting Beno on busitsesa con- 
nected with his mining interest in 
Shasta county, being a contributor qf 
ore to the Reduction Works hera. Mr. 
Bell in connection with bis brother op- 
erates mines and also buys ores or ships 
for owners. They have been sending 
ore to the Beno -works for sometime, 
and being business men, concluded to 
inspect the works. 
Mr. Bell came here 


on this mission and is more than satis- 
fied with his observations. 
In answer 


to a question, as to what he thought ol 
the Works and the manner the Company 
have adopted for the reduction and 
sampling of ores, ho says: "The worka 
are admirably arranged, are complete in 
every particular, and good returns mnsl 
follow. I have been in this business for 
25 years, and am satisfied tbat the par- 
ties in charge of the Reduction works 
understand the business and are good, 
square men to deal with. In regard to 
the manner of sampling I consider ii 
perfect. It is not the most improvec 
way of determining the value of ores, 
but it is a correct wuy. In my business 
all ores are sampled before being trans- 
ported for reduction, and there has 
never been any material difference be- 
tween tbe sampling dona by our firm 
and the works here." The reporter in- 
quired if he could ship ores here from 
California and pay a heavy freight tar- 
iff. 
Mr. Bell replied that tbe railroac 


company had granted him exceptionally 
good terms, and that be could s?ud his 
ore cheaper than he could to San 
Francisco, and that the expense of re- 
duction here was also ranch less. "The 
works," ho continued, "are advan- 
tageously located, being in the heart ol 
a, mineral producing country on this side 
of the mountains, and within reaching 
distance of promising and heavy ore- 
producing mining districts iu California. 
I am perfectly satisfied with my visit 
and will continue making shipments 
regularly. Any man who is familiar 
with thu reduction of ore who will visit 
the works will take the same view tha 
I do. Reduction works are condemned 
in many instances, and those operating 
them are accused of wrong doing be- 
cause the returns from ore have not 
been satisfactory. This is because they 
havs exaggerated the value of the ore 
they shipped.

character of the ore is varied, the pre- 
vailing ore being snlphuret gold ore. 
The famous Iron Mountain mine, noted 
for its great silver products, is in the 
vicinity of Shasta, and is turning out a 
large amount of bullion. Taken all to- 
gether, the district is prosperous, and 
will be for years to come. 


"What do you tnink of Reno, Mr. 


Bell?" 


"Well sir, I am very agreeably sur- 


prished to see such a prosperous town. 
I entertained the idea that Reno was 
merely a railroad station with no sur- 
roundings that would give support to a 
city of any proportions, but was much 
astonished when I went through the 
place.
